The accident happened upon what is 


known as the Bay Bldge division of the 
Manhattan railroad, about half a mile 
from the little town of Parkville w hich 
is the junction of the roads running to 
Conev Island and Manhattan Beach 
and bheepshead Bay 


The Bay Eidge mvision after leaving 


Parkville passed under a viaduct of the 
Cone} Island boulevard 
The fatal 


train reached this point at about 6 
o clock 
Crowded aboard were men, 


women and children who ha! been 
spending the day witnessing the Subur 
ban race 


The train consisted of six cars 
The 


front and rear cars were closed 
The 


others were open 
Every seat was 


taken and men stood in the aisles of 
the oar and shoulder to shoulder upon 
the platform running along the sides 
of the open cars 


It was a good natured crowd 
The 


train which was going at full speed, 
suddenly gave a jerk and jolt and the 
expressions of pleasure were mstantlj 
turned to feelings of terror and dis 
maj 


The engine and the first two cars ran 


along upon the track dragging behind 
them the other cars of the train bump 
ing and reeling along tip to the very 
mouth of the tunnel 
Then the engine 


and the tw o cars that remained on the 
track broke loose from the others and 
were earned by their own speed clear 
through the tunnel and 25 feet be}ond 


The other part of the train pulled 


apart the first dragging the second 
part half-nay through, the tunnel Peo 
pie jumped from the tram and fell up<ta 
the embankment to be bruised and cut 
by the cars 
Others were carried along 


upon the train, their bodies rubbed and 
bruised upon the rocki of the tunnel 
and the stones of the embankment 
Women fainted and men became pamc- 
atrloken and trampled them and the 
children under their feet mthairmad 
flight for safety

!inh built, twin screw steamer of 11,000 
tons, woll adopted to tho trade in which 
uho is engaged. The British company tu 
which sho belongs owns oilier steamers 
of about tho samo p^wcr and tonnage, 
and it is intended that a vessel of the line 
iihall leave this port every month of the 
year for trading purposes. 


Tlio Worcester, which has just taken 


hor depaitnro, will first touch Africa at 
'Capo of Good Hopo, and after entering 
and leaving the port of Cape Town will

»o Elizabeth, East London, Durban, 
Delagoa bay, Maiuitius and such olhei 
places as may oiler opportunities for 
trade. Tho company winch has estab- 
lished the lino is Biitish, but its ship*, 
uro ready to transport euch American 
products, goods and waics as can be 
marketed m eastern Africa and to bring 
hero upon tlio return trip such African 
commodities as may bo marketable hi 
this country.

tho African trade, which several Euio- 
,nean countries aro desuous of control- 
ling, and wo shall bo pleased to encour- 
age tho Castlo company in its efforts to 
eulargo tho exchanges between the two 
continents. We could wsh that it were 
an American company, that its ships 
woro American, and that its profits, if 
there happen to bo any, wero lo be di- 
vided between this country and Africa.
